To  the  Honourable 

The  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Siu, — I  have  tl>e  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  annuiil  report  on  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures,  gas  and  eli'Ctricity,  with  the  usual  statements  in  connection  there- 
with for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1913, 

1.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures,  was  .?100,696.52  as  against  8107,408.60  collected  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  March  .'il,  1912. 

2.  The  total  expenditure  was  §131,344.71,  as  against  §124,256.83  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1912. 

3.  Appendix  '  A  '  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  inspection  division. 

4.  In  Appendices  '  B, '  '  C '  and  '  D  '  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  weights, 
measures  and  weighing  machines  presented  for  verification,  verified  and  rejected  during 
the  year.    The  number  of  all  descriptions  may  be  summarily  stated  as  follows  : —

5.  The  decrease  in  revenue  shown  in  pir.  1,  above,  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  pa-it  period  included  nine  months  of  the  annual  inspection  work  for  1912,  and 
therefore  comparison  should  not  be  made  with  the  biennial  fiscal  year  ending  March  31, 
1912,  but  with  the  previous  annual  inspection  period  ending  March  31,  1911,  the 
revenue  for  which  was  $98,661.80,  showing  an  increase  of  revenue  for  the  past  annual 
period  of  $2,024.72. 

6  The  increase  in  expenditure  is  duo  to  the  fact  that  practically  the  same  immense 
territory  has  to  be  journeyed  to  perform  annual  inspection  as  biennial  inspection,  whilst 
expenses  for  the  cartage  and  transportation  of  inspectors'  standards  and  equipment  is 
more  largely  borne  by  the  Service. 

An  additional  item  of  expense  to  the  extent  of  $2,432.43  was  also  incurred  by  the 
purchase  of  new  standards,  mentioned  below,  for  the  equipment  of  the  W.  &  M. 
Standards  Branch. 

7.  I  might  here  remark  that  there  is  throughout  the  Dominion,  amongst  the  public, 
scale  manufacturers,  retail  and  wholesale  merchants,  and  elevator  interests,  an  intense 
and  growing  demand  for  more  efficient  and  more  frequent  W.  &  M.  Inspection,  and  also 
for  considerable  reduction  in  the  inspection  fees  collected.  It  would  seem  then  that  the 
time  h  is  come  when  the  deficit  incurred  t-y  the  W.  it  M.  Service  must  be  accepted  as  an 
administrative  obligation,  and  as  one  that  must  necessirily  increase  and  be  provided  for 
in  the  interests  of  the  stability  and  integrity  of  Canadian  commerce. 

8.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  .standards,  balances  and  weights  above  referred  to 
provided,  as  in  the  case  of  the  standards  of  1874,  from  L.  Oertling,  of  London, 
England. 

Standard  Weights — 

One  set  Troy  Standards,  500  ozs.  down  to  -001  oz. 
One  set  Avoirdupois  Standards,  50  lbs.  down  to  i  dram. 
One  set  Metric  Standard.s,  20  kgs.  down  to    0.5  mg. 

Balances — 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  1,000  ozs.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 
■  1  grain. 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  500  ozs.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 
•  1  grain. 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  200  ozs.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 
01  grain. 

One  Assay   Balance  to  carry   2  grammes  in  each   pan,   and  sensitive  to 
■005  mg.,  or  the  '000077  grain. 

These  standards  are  stamped  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  England,  and  accompanied 
with  certificates  of  verification,  showing  in  the  case  of  each  weight  its  exact  weight 
in  vacuo  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  decimal  of  the  grain,  and  have  been  procured  as  the 
primary  reference  standards  of  the  department,  and  to  supplement  those  which  have 
been  in  use  since  1874. 

The  fine  as*ay  balance  has  been  procured  in  order  that  the  Standards  Branch  may 
be  in  a  position  to  verify  with  the  requisite  accuracy,  the  assay  standards  used  in  the 
annual  trial  of  the  Pyx  at  the  Canadian  Royal  Mint. 

Each  of  the  abovii  standards  have  been  designated  by  the  letter  "  C.  ' 

Inspection  of  Gas. 

9.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1913, 
for  the  inspection  of  gas  and  gas  meters,  was  $62,747.40  as  compared  with  $51,356.25 
collected  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1912. 

10.  The  total  expenses  were  §50,253.49  as  against  $45,232.47  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1912. 
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11.  Appendix  '  E  '  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  g;us  inspection  district. 

12.  A  statement  of  the  illuminating  power  and  purity  of  gas  inspected  during  the 
year  wi'l  be  found  in  Appendix  '  F.'

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reduction  of  fees  in  connection  ■«  ith  the  Gas  and 
Electricity  Inspection  service  made  in  1909  and  1911  (referred  to  in  a  previous  report) 
has  not  brought  about  an  equilibrium  between  receipts  and  expenditure.  Another  year 
should  pass  before  a  decision  is  readied  respecting  any  further  reduction.  The  reduced 
fees  (1911)^have  only  applied  to  a  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  1911-12. 

The  kindred  service  of  weights  and  measures  inspection,  it  will  be  observed,  earned 
about  77  per  cent  of  its  actual  cost,  the  expenditure  as  already  stated  having  been 
$131,344.71  against  a  revenue  of  1100,696.52.
